President Roosevelt took time out from the deliberations 
to award decorations to U. S. troops, ride a jeep to review 
troops iii the field, and eat Army rations of ham and beans.

WO— Roosevelt and Churchill, perhaps in anticipation of 
Axis peace feelers, agreed that peace can come ouly 
through unconditional surrender of the three major Axis 
partners.

HREE— General Giraud and De Gaulle met for the first 
time under sponsorship of the President and Prime Min­ 
ister to negotiate for an effective union of their two forces.

OUR— Stalin was kept informed. Churchill and Roosevelt 
disclosed they had offered to meet the Russian leader— 
whose Armies have dealt such prodigious blows to the Get 
mans— at a point “very much further to the east.”
